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NAZI BLITZKRIEG IS DECLARED FAILURE 


Russ Sailors Re-Take Baltic Town 


Big Claims 
Of Enemy 
Are Denied 


MOSCOW, Aug. 8.—(AP) 
~Sailors from the Red navy 
have been put into action on 
land duty with the Réd army 
on the Baltic front and have 
captured a village, a dispatch 
from the Baltic fleet reported 
tonight. 

The dispatch said a naval force 
marched 50 miles te enter land 
operations and retook the Ger- 
man-held village after a three-day 
battle against superior numbers, 
finally storming it in a bayonet 
charge. 

While the communique reported 
fighting in the same war theatres as 
for several past days on the whole 
front, advices from Leningrad anc 
Kiev, the major German goals be 
hind the northern and southern 
flanks, said life continued normally 
within the cities. 


KIEV 18 FORTIFIED 

Kiev, the Ukraine capital, was 
said to have been transformed into 
a “real fortress of defence.” 

Branding as “Arabian Fairy 
Tales” Hitler's claims of vast mili- 
tary successes, the Russians estim- 
ated today that 6% week of war 
had cost the Germans more than 
1,500,000 men, put their own losses 
at 600,000 dead, wounded and miss- 
ing, and declared the German 
blitzkrieg a failure. 

While acknowledging the con- 
flict had resulted in terrific casu- 
alties and heavy destruction of 
equipment, a Soviet communique 
characterized as “fantastic” Ger- 
man asser‘ions that 895,000 Rus- 
sians had been captured and many 
times that number dain, 

Such claims, it said, were made 
only to bolster the morale of the 
German people, who, the Russians 
claimed, have been rendered un- 
easy by rumors of Nazi reverses 
and a shortage of food supplies at 
home. 

ADMIT BIG LOSSES 

The Russians admitted the loss of 
8,000 tanks, 7,000 cannon and 4,000 
planes, but said these losses were 
small compared with those which 
the Nazis had suffered.

Nazis Claim Many 


Russians Captured 


BERLIN, Aug. 8—(AP)—The Ger- 
man high command claimed today 
German armies. midway between 
Kiev’.and Odessa, in 
Ukraine, had captured the supreme 
commander of the Soviet 6th army, 
annihilated his assault force and 
taken 30,000 other prisoners, 

Although it was reported in other 
quarters here that Kiev, the Ukraine 
capital, had been encircled by fast- 
driving German forces, the war 
bulletin from Hitler's headquarters 
indicated the main southern of- 
fensive is stretching southward to- 
ward the Black Sca coast instead of 
eastward, and js aimed at shearing 
off the big port of Odessa. 

It said the captured Russians were 
encircled southeast of Uman, abuut 
125 miles south of Kiev on a branch 
railway connecting with Odessa, 
and about half way between the 
Ukraine capital and the Black Sea 

ort. 

2 With these forces, it said, the 
Germans and their Balkan allies 
captured large quantities of war 
material, 

The communique also reported 
progress on bo‘h sides of the pinc- | 
ers as supposedly being closed down 
around Leningrad from the ‘north 
and west.

The senate, then took the un- 
precedented aciion of rejecting its 
own special committee's recom- 
mendation and set a fur.her pre- 
cedent by taking a secret ballot on 
same. 

It was following this that Dr. 
Kerr and Mr, Parlee resigned, as 
their action ds members of the 
special committee .were not. en- 
dorsed by the senate as a whole, 


PREMIER'S APPRECIATION 
In announcing accep‘ance of Dr. 


Kerr's resignation and his retire- 
ment at the end of August, the 
Premier expressed appreciation of 
his contributions to the life and 
work of the University, first as an 
original member of the faculty and 
professor of modern languages, from 
1909, then as dean of the faculty of 
arts and sciences, from 1914 and fin- 
ally as president, 

“These long years of faithful 
service have well earned for Dr. 
Keir, the right to the leisure he 
now desires,” said the Premier, 
under. whose administration Dr. 
Kerr was appointed president. 
Continuing, the Premier stated 
that not only had Dr. Kerr ex- 
ercised a profound influence on 
the life of the University and 
on the thousands of young men 
and women who had been stud- 
ents there during all these years, 
but also on the entire cultural life 
of the province, 

“The best wishes of countless 
friends, both within and without the 
province, will go with the retiring 
president as he closes his official 
connection with the University,” 
said the Premier. 

UNIVERSITY SURVEY 

The Premier declared his feeling 
that the time is opportune “to sur- 
vey the organization and general 

efficiency of the University in re- 
lation to the changing needs of the 
times.” 

He is therefore, setting up a com- 
mittee for the purpose, which will 
include Dr, G, Fred McNally, 
deputy minister of education; H, H. 
Parlee, K.C., chairman of the board 
of governors; Dr, Robert Newton, 
acting president and “other persons 
interested,” 

The committee is expected to 
survey the whole of the Uni- 
versity’s activities; and advise in 
regard “to any modifications 
found desirable to bring these 
activities; into more vital and 
Practical relation to the life of 
the province.” 

The statutes under which other 
Canadian universities operate will 
be studied in comparison with the 
Alberta University Act and the pos- 
sibility of improving the latter will 
be considered, The committee also, 
will study the operation costs and 
financial needs of the University. 

Members of the committee will 
serve without remuneration It is 
hoped that their survey will be 
completed during the fall term, so 
that any amendments to the Uni- 
versity Act, recommended in their 
report, may be considered by the 
legislature at its next session ad 
any curricular changes may be an- 
nounced in the University calendar 
for 1942-43, 


DISTINGUISHED CAREER 

Dr. Kerr was the third president 
of the University of Alberta, The 
first was Dr, H, Marshal) Tory, who 
left to head the national research 
council, He was succeeded by Dr. 
R, C. Wallace, who resigned in 1036 
to become. president of Queen's 
University, Dr, Kerr Was appointed 
cy] his succesos, 


Dr. William Alexander Robb Kerr 
was born at Toronto in 1875, He was 
educated at Upper Canada College 
and the University of Toronto, from 
which he was, graduated in 1899 
wi'h his B.A. and tm 1901 with his 
M.A. He carried out post-graduate 
work at Harvard University, 1902; 
Universi'y of Faris, France, 1903; 
obtained his Ph.D. from Harvard in 
1904 and in 1935 was awarded a 
doctor of laws degree by the Uni- 
versity of Alberta, He came to the 
University of Alberta as professor 
in modern languages on its forma- 
tion. in 1908 and in 1914 he was 
appointed dean of the faculty Of arts 
and sciences,.which he held until his 
appointment as president in 1936, 

Prior to coming here, he had been 
modern language master at Upper 
Canada College in 1899-1901; piro- 
fessor of romantic languages at 
Adelphi College, Brooklyn, 1904- 
1909, He was vice-chairman, Car- 
negie Canadian committee on mod- 


ern languages, 1924-28, 

He was appointed officer of pub- 
lic instruction of France in 1925 
and 1935 was made a Chevalier of 
the Legion of Honor of France, He 
served as president of French- 
Canadian committee of Edmonton. 

He is the author of Lesage; Tur- 
caret, 1906; a French grammar, with 
E. Sonet, 1914; Doillet: Papassier 
s'en va-t-en Guerre, with E. Sonet, 
1928; Short Anthology of French- 
Canadian prose and has contributed 
articles to various publications, 


DR. ROBERT NEWTON 

Dr, Robert Newton was born at 
Montreal, February 7, 1889. He was 
educated at Montreal public and 
high schools and McGill University, 
from which he was graduated in 
1912 with a B.S.A, 

He atlended Cambridge Univer- 
sity while on army leave. He ob- 
tained his M.Sc. from the University 
of Minnesota in 1912 and his Ph.D. 
from the same instiution in 1923, In 
1933 he obtained his D.Sc, from the 
University of Alberta, ~ 

He was a district representative 
of Macdonald College in 1912-13; 
chief assistant cerealist, Dominion 
Experimental Farm, Ottawa, 1913- 


1914; director of agriculture in- 
struction to the province of New 
Brunswick in 1914-1915 and in 
1919-1920 was assistant professor 
at the University of Alberta, In 
1920-22 he was Sheviin research 
fellow at the University of Min- 
nesota; professor of bichemistry 
and head of the fields crops de- 
partment’ University of Alberta 
from 1924 to 1932, From 1928 to 
1932 he was acting director of the 
division of biology and agricul- 
ture of the National Research 
council, 

In 1928 he was commanded by 
the Internationa] Educational Board 
to make a survey and report on 
post-graduation instruction and re- 
search in agriculture in Canada and 
in 1929, to make a survey for the 
National Research Council on tech- 
nicul aspects of wheat marketing 
in the U.S.A, and Europe. In 1926 
he accepted an invitation from the 
University of California to give a 
series of lectures to the staff and 
graduate students in science. 


SERVED IN WAR 

In the World War, he served 
with the Canadian Field Artillery 
from 1915-1919. He rose to the rank 
of captain, He was wounded in 1916 
and in 1917 was awarded the Mil- 
itary Cross for distinguished gal- 
lantry in action, 

He has written more than 40 
scientific papers and reports, chiel- 
ly dealing with the nature of frost, 
drought and disease resistance in 
plants and with factors affecting the 
milling quality of wheat,

Plastic Plane 
Proves Success 
In Test Flight 


OTTAWA, Aug. 8—(CP)—Plas- 
tics are opening up new vistas of 
speed in the air on the basis of 
teste carried out here, Royal 
Canadian Air Force officials told 
the Canadian Press Monday. 
Pilots who have flown the first 

plane assembled in Canada with an 
all-plastic fuselage have reported an 
addition of from 15 to as high as 50 
miles per hour to its cruising speed. 

The plane, an Avro-Anson, is 
equipped with one of two fuselages 
sent here from Bendix Field, N.J, 
where they were manufactured by 
the Aircraft Research Corporation 
under the process invented by E. D. 
Vidal, 

The Dominion government last 
year obtained exclusive rights to the 
use of the process in Canada. A gov- 
ernment-owned plan in the Belle- 
wille, Ont. area is expected to go 
into production on plastic plane 
parts later in the year, it was learn- 
ed from the munitions and supply 
department .

erts Everett, chairman of the

Gardiner joins 16 other ministers 
of agriculture of as many countries 
in the western hemisphere in 
assisting in the organization of the 
committee. The countries repre- 
sented now are: Argentina, Bolivia, 
Brazil, Canada, Chile, Costa Rica, 
Cuba, Dominican Republic, Ecua- 
dor, El Salvador, Mexico, Nicara- 
gua, Panama, Paraguay, Peru, the 
United States, and Venezuela. 


“ACTION SIGNIFICANT’ 


“Mr. Gardiner’s action in joining 
the committee is most significant,” 
declared Everett. “The purpose of 
the committee is to stimulate the 
development of dairying and the 
dairy industries in all the countries 
of this hemisphere, with the aim of 
improving public health, and, at 
the same time, of producing milk 
and dairy products for consump- 
tion within the countries of origin 
instead of producing beef, grain, 
and other surplus crops which de- 
pend upon export markets, now 
cut off by war. Those connected 
with the work of the committee 
expect it to play an increasingly 
important role in the economic de- 
fence of the hemisphere. 

“With Canada now participating,

CHICAGO, Aug. 8—(AP)—Presi- 
dent William Green, of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, said 
Thursday night that reports from 
government officials “Prove con- 
clusively that the national defence 
program ,.. is now proceeding 
full blast, ahead of schedule and 
beyond all expectations.” 

He stated that he had just given 
the American Federation of Labor's 
executive council information from 
federal agencies which “Should give 
reassurance and satisfaction to the 
American people and inspire fear 
in the hearts of those who menace 
our freedom ... .” 


WASHINGTON REPORTS 

Green, in a broadcast address, re- 
lated that he had a report from 
Under-secretary of War Paterson, 
dated July 28, which read in part: 

“... The army construction pro- 
gram . . . has progressed to the 
general ‘satisfaction of the army.

U.S. Convinced Russians Will Hold Out A 


Idea Of Making Soviet 


Economic Ally Of U.S. 
Is President’s “Baby”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8. —(CDN)—Coinciding with the 
third great German smash at Russia, the exchange of letters 
between Under-Secretary of State Welles and Russian Am- 
bassador Constantine Oumansky is taken to mean here that 
the American authorities have become convinced of the prob- 
ability of the Russians holding out somewhere, somehow, 
= ———— 


against Nazi fury. 


This is the view of the presi- 
dent: The idea of making the Bol- 
sheviks at least the economic 
allies of this country is his baby. 
It is admitted as “possible” by the 
American military authorities, 
who have been loathe to revise 
thelr original ideas, that the Rus- 
sians would be a pushover for 
Hitler. 

Incidentally, the war department, 
having no observers of its own on 
the scene of battle, has generally re- 


lied for its information upon the | 


German headquarters communiqués, 


faithfully brought each day by the 
German military attache.

MEANS NOTHING 

Thus, to say that the Germans 
have “occupied” a certain iocality 
because they have 30 or 40 tanks in 
it, means nothing when the near- 
est German infantry is 60 or 806 
miles to the rear. 

Deliveries of American material 
are beginning immediately. Owing 
to shipping shortage it is sure that, 

with the possible exception of 
bombers that might be flown 
directly to Russia, the rest of the 
material will not arrive for 
several weeks. 

Grumblers are still insisting that 
we risk having whatever we send 
fall into the hands of the Nazis as 
similar things did when, France col- 
lapsed. But since the normal route 
will be by way of Vladivostok, 
there is less immediate danger of 
the Russian Siberian army collaps- 
ing than of the Japanese establish- 
ing the blockade of that port—with 
unforeseeable results. In any case, 
the risk is going to be run. From 
now on American war material will 
£0 oN an equal basis to Great Brit- 
ain, China and Soviet Russia, save 
that Britain gets it for nothing, 
China on credit and Russia for cash, 

Most people believe that the de- 
cision for “all-out” aid to the Soviets 
was taken by the President on the 
basis of information supplied by 
lease-lend administrator Harry 
Hopkins. 

Obviously, American army 4au- 
thoritieg do not like to part with 
war material that we sorely need 
to train our own soldiers.

AXIS AGENTS BUSY 

The diplomats with whom this 
writer has discussed discovery of 
the movements appeared in com- 
plete agreement that Axis agents 
in the western hemisphere were 
under orders to cause the stir. 

A veteran of the diplomatic ser- 
vice who of course declined to be 
quoted by name said that “the fact 
that the governments of Argentine, 
Bolivia and Colombia, representa- 
tive of three distinct sections of this 
continent, uncovered pro-Axis 
movements in their countries al- 
most simultaneously points to one 
thing—orders of the Axis high com- 
mand to create trouble in this hemi- 
sphere.” 

MOVEMENT BACKFIRED 

The movement apparently back- 
fired and, instead of creating a di- 
vetsion, focussed attention of South 
American governments in the Axis 
activities, bringing prompt action 
to squelch them, this source said. 

Colombian officials, while mini- 
mizinf the importance of the plot 
reported uncovered in this country 
this week, said that it might easily 
have become serious had there been 
no interference.

Three-Man Board 
Is Salvage Need 


OTTAWA, Aug, 8--(CP)—Cre- 
ation of a three-man board to direct 
all governmental salvage disposal 
operations during the war and to 
form a nucleus on which a larger 
organization needed for similar 
operations after the war might be 
built, was suggested Thursday by 
B. G. McIntyre, comptroller of the 
treasury, in giving evidence before a 
sub-committee of ‘the special parlia- 
mentary committee on war ex- 
penditures, 


McIntyre said he does not think 
the present salvage organization 
in the treasury branch of the 
finance department is sufficient 
for war requirements but believes 
a central salvage organization pre- 
ferable to the development of 
separate organizations within the 
departments. 

The comptroller gave his evidence 
after Lt.-Col. W. G. B. Dailley, 
chairman of the army salvage and 
disposal board, told the committee 
of arrangements being made for dis- 
posal of unwanted materials in the 
army. 

The salvage discussion in the sub- 
committee was thrown open to the 
press and public after Joseph H. 
(Con. Toronto-Danforth) 
raised objections to a decision to 
hold it eplhd ol gored doors.

To Be Continued 


OTTAWA, Aug. 8 —(CP)—The

tice.

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Hitler's Second Mistake 


It is reported, not without some con- 
firmation, that Russia is preparing to 
launch her first general counter-offen- 
sive of the war. 

The Soviets are said to have massed 
half a million men north of Leningrad 
and to be rushing further supplies and 
divisions into this sector. 

Experts think that they may plan 
a great counter-push in this area or 
that they may be bluffing to draw 
German troops from the southern aali- 
ents in order to try to force their way 
through the Nazi lines at that point. 

Whatever the strategy may be, it 
seems to be fairly well established that 
Stalin is contemplating an offensive war 
on a very wide front. 

That, of course, illustrates very well 
Hitler's second fatal mistake in this 
Russian business. 

His first mistake was in thinking 
that the Russians were not well enough 
equipped, materially and spiritually, to 
fight back. 

In that particular, they have not 
only surprised Hitler. They have sur- 

ised the world. 
' Hitler's second mistake was in think- 
that the Russians would be content 
to try to repel the invader. He pictured 
them as a massive wall, capable of offer- 
ing an undetermined resistance, but 
quite incapable of moving forward. 

He is finding himself to be wrong. 

The implications of this second mis- 
take might be rather terrible for him. 
For if the Russians have the will and 
the means, first, to drive the German 
armies back, and secondly, to advance 

inst the German armies, there is 
reason to believe that, at certain points, 
they might eventually possess the will 
and the means to carry hostilities right 

into Germany itself. 


It is a mistake to assume that the | 


complete winning of the war on the 
Russian front is an utter impossibility. 
Strange things may happen yet in 1941. 


In Mussolini’s Household 


Mussolini's son Bruno was killed 
esterday in an airplane crash near | 


isa. 

Those who knew the young Musso- 
‘lini were not impressed with him. 
When he visited Hollywood a few years 
ago, he appeared to be a sullen and 
opinionated young fellow with an exag- 
gerated notion of himself. 

In Ethiopia, he was disliked as a fly- 
ing officer. The grisly delight he took 


in describing the horrible death he in- | 
flicted on helpless Ethiopian natives | 


made him appear a bit loathsome. 
During the present war, he does not 
appear to have played any very active 

rt. While his notorious father sent 
thousands of other young Italians to 
their destruction, Bruno and his broth- 
ers made a killing with a motion picture 
studio in Rome. 

Even his father is said to have re- 
garded him as a fool. His sister Edda 
was the favorite of I] Duce. Edda, of 
course, is out of grace now while Musso- 
lini seeks youthful companionship with 
a series of juvenile mistresses. 

But even if Mussolini is a bad father 
and Bruno was an unlovely son, there 
must have been some biological impulse 
to draw them together. After all, they 
were the same flesh and blood. 

So we wonder how Mussolini likes 


He was brave enough in consoling 
other y@rents who gave their sons for 
the aggrandizement of the Fascist 
state. He reproached them for griev- 
ing, saying that one should not weep 
for a child given to Italy. 


We wonder if this absurd superman | 


will exercise the same fortitude in re- 
garding the body of his son—even 
though that son was a rather miser- 
able specimen of homo allegedly 


sapiens. 


Farmers Get More Money 


Western farmers are making more 
money than last year. The Bureau of 
Statistics says so, and produces the

The Bureau 
notes that Alberta's farm income for 
the first quarter of this year is also 
substantially ater than for the sec- 
ond quarter of last year, which carries 
a promise that the second quarter of 
1941 will also bring more revenue to the 
farmers of this province than they re- 
ceived in the second three month period 
of last year. 

The general conclusion may be 
drawn that western agriculture has 
been readjusted largely to the market- 
ing conditions introduced by this dis- 
locating and very different kind of war. 
From this on the farming population 
may be expected to fare better than 
while this change-over from wheat- 
growing to mixed farming was being 
made.

War Threatens The Pacific 


Japan Running Into Violence As 
She Pursues Persistently 
Aggressive Course 
By HAROLD L, WEIR 

Not even the most persistent optimist 
can deny that bad trouble is brewing in 


the Pacific. 
Anthony Eden's statement that the 
British will not tolerate Japanese occupa- 
x tion of Slam has focussed 
world attention on that 
vital little country. 

A further warning has 
come from the United 
States where Secretary 
of State Hull has told 
Tokyo to refrain from 
any new aggressions or 
suffer further economic 
reprisals, 

Both Britain and the 
United States obviously 
believe that Jangn is pre- 
paring to strike within a 


That view is supported by reports from 
the Far East itself. A Japanese naval 
spokesman has declared that Japan is on 

‘the “threshold of entering the world up- 
heaval.” Commander Hideo Hiraide says 
the United States is threatening Japan 
from the rear by seeking Russia’s aid in an 
encircling scheme. 

Australia, too, views the present situa- 
tion with grave alarm. 

Yesterday, the Australian naval min- 
ister declared that Japan is making move- 
ments that “threaten the very. foundation 
of the British Empire and Australia in 
the Far East.” 

He said, “Do you think that Australia 
can look on and do nothing?” 

Siam Threatened 

Meanwhile, the situation around Siam 
has become increasingly acute. It is be- 
lieved that, with British and American 
encouragement, she will resist if the Jap- 
anese launch an invasion. 

In Singapore, the commanding officer 
of British forces in Malaya has implied 
that a Japanese move against Siam is im- 
pending. 

Singapore has been reinforced steadily 
during the past several months. Only last 
week, heavy forces of infantry, artillery 
and airmen landed there. 

Again, at Penang, the governor-general 
| of the Straits Settlements reports British 
armed forces in Malaya and Ourma have 
been strongly reinforced and declares, 
“Anything may happen.” 

In Tokyo, the United States embassy is 
making vigorous and hurried efforts to get 
stranded Americans out of Japan. 

Japanese in New York have reported 
that a plan may be worked out to permit 
a limited number of evacuation ships from 
both countries to remove their nationals 
without restriction.

Nor is this belligerent threat directed 
exclusively towards Siam.

Paying The War Bills

The master minds of government finance 
jhave learned a lot since Great War I about | 
how to tax war costs out of the people. 
They have absorbed one important lesson: 
that the bigger the taxes during the war the 
milder the headache afterward. 

In the last war Great Britain raised by | 
taxation only 30 per cent of the nation's 
total expenditures. The balance, 70 per cent, 
| was added to that towering pyramid, the, 
| National Debt. 
| France really paid very little of its war | 
| budgets by taxation, about 17 per cent in| 
fact. What higher levies brought in was| 
|largely offset by losses of revenue from the | 
|occupied provinces. | 

The Germans only taxed 12 per cent of | 
|their war budgets. They did not impose a) 
single new war tax until late 1918. The} 
Kaiser's minions were satisfied that they | 
could write the whole cost in the ledger and | 
collect the costs from the conquered coun- | 
ltries. (That started the German debacle of | 
inflation; it was not the Jews but the Prus- 
|sian war lords who thought up that way of | 
stabbing Germany in the back). Italy taxed 
1/15 per cent; the United States 36 per cent. 

Canada, as The Financial Post calculated | 
recently, did better. In the Great War (and | 
|in the period to March, 1919, which provides | 
a figure comparable with the ones used 
above), we raised 47 per cent of the national 
| budget, including war, by taxes. Even se we 
came out with an enormously swollen debt, 
some of it due to the military battle we won 
\in France and some of it to the railway 
battle we lost at home. 

This time Britain and Canada at least 
have set themselves , 2 more exacting 
standard. 
| In the past fiscal year Britain collected 
|36 per cent of its budget in taxes. In the 
|year it is now entering it plans to collect 44 
|per cent. (Actually that figure is a little | 
|high because Britain plans to return a por- | 
tion of the tax revenues to the people after 
the war; such “tax” revenues are really only 
a loan). 

In the last war Britain’s standard income | 
\tax never got above six shillings in the 
pound. It is now ten shillings. | 

Canada is doing better than the others. 
Hon. J. L. Isley, the minister of finance, 
showed that we intend to collect 73 to 79

More importantly, it probably indicates 
that she has devised some sort of a psych- 
ological] defense against the economic dis- 
aster which inevitably faces cher if she 
persists in flouting British and American 
appeals. 

In other words, she may have insulated | 
herself against economic discomfort in 
much the same way as aN Indian fakir, by 
fasting and prayer, disciplines his body to 
the point of lying, day after day, on a bed 
of spikes, 

She may have reasoned that she sprung, 
onl 75 years ago, from a condition of 
self-sufficiency and isolation and that, if 
the worst comes to the worst, she can go 
back to that state. 

If this is the case, as it very well may 
be, all the economic pressure exerted 
against her will be wasted. You cannot 
discommode a spike-bedded fakir by jab- 
bing him with a few more spikes. 

The only resort, then, for Britain and 
America will be an appeal to arms. 

It is towards this violent stage that 
the situation is rapidly moving today. 

No one actually anticipates it that soon, 
but it is possible that the end of next week 
may see Japan at war with this country.

vagrant with a hostile eye and asked icily, | 
“Are you aware that there is a war on?” 
He had, in fact, begun to realize that |

could land any considerable force for the 
invasion of Africa. Thanks to the Russian 
army, and thanks to British sea and air- 
power in the Mediterranean, and with the 


| help of the very substantial support which 


America could and would give, the French 
empire can in fact be defended against 
Hitler. 


be because the men of Vichy prefer a 
Hitler victory to the independence and the 
honor of France. 


Hitler’s Men 


There are obviously Frenchmen who 


| have staked everything on a Hitler vic- 


tory. A man like Laval could hardly ex- 
pect to survive and prosper in a liberated 
France; as a matter of fact he knows and 
says that his own life is forfeit if Hitler 


If it is not defended, though Mar- 
| shal Petain is pledged to defend it, it will 


is defeated. Men in this position have not 
been in full contro] in Vichy. The sur- 
render of Africa would place them in full 
contro] and all Frenchmen who partici 
pated in the surrender—the whole Vichy 
regime—would thereafter have as much 
reason to fear a Nazi defeat as Hitler, 
Goebbels or Himmler themselves. For in 
the eyes of true Frenchmen and of all 
the free peoples they would have come 
mitted an unpardonable act of treachery. 

Thus they would force France first 
into war against the allies and friends of 
France, and then, as the Nazi occupation 
begins to crumble under the impact of the 
world wide coalition that has now been 
formed, their treachery would inexorably 
provoke a civil war within France. For 
the liberation of France would then re- 
quire not merely the expulsion of the Gere 
mans but also the total destruction of the 
Vichy regime. 

Marshal] Petain made one tragic mis- 
calculation a year ago when, believing 
that the war was over, he refused to fight 
on from Africa. The war was not over, 


| and the forces aligned against Germany 
today are immensely greater than when 


he made his erroneous decision. 

That error could be retrieved today by 
adhering loyally to his own pledges. If 
the pledges are broken, when the situa- 
tion is so favorable to honoring them, 
Marshal Petain will not only lose the 
French empire to Hitler for the duration 
of the war but he will prolong the war— 
perhaps for years—inflicting infinte suf- 
fering upon the bodies and deep misery 
upon the souls of his people.

Saw about thirty of Nature's pocket 
submarines travelling through A¢tive Pass 
today, half way between Victoria and 
Vancouver, with only their periscopes 
showing. A fishboat came near and they 
all] dived in unison. Blackfish they call 
them—a species of small whale that isn't 
hunted because as yet it has no economic 
or industrial value. They feed on the 
herring shoals. After a good mess of fried 
herring for dinner last night I don’t blame 
them. The lowly herring on which stal- 
wart Irish and Hebridean crofters thrive, 


|‘ts a succulent dainty when freshly caught. 


filleted and washed in salt sea water, iaid 
on a rock in the sun to dry, placed in the 
fry pan just as the fat boils to a blue 
smoke, and served with a slice of lemon 
or a few drops of vinegar to cut the fat. 

There are numbers of these huge black- 
fish around at this time of year, travelling 
in schools and disturbing one’s sleep at 
night with their weird noise—something 
between a bark and a cough—as they 
expel used air and the water they take in 
with their fish diet. 

Something between 16 and 20 feet long 
with round bodies like a submarine and a 
huge dorsal fin, their undulating motion 
in line as they travel might lead the un- 
wary from a distance to mistake them for 
a great sea serpent wriggling its way 
through the waves. Like others of the 
whale family, the hinge of its jaw runs 
down about a third of its body. It is a 
harmless, peace-loving creature, though a 
storekeeper near by tells a story of one 
that drove a fisherman in a rowboat 
ashore, and lingered in the bay for hours 
to renew the fight, after he had angered 
it with a load of buckshot. 


Profits From the Sea 


Man is the great unreasoning killer. 
On the banks of the Fraser an old seal- 
hunter is waiting with an armoury of wea- 
pons for a shot at a s€a serpent. Three 
times he saw it wheg-he had no gun, It 
never attacked him.~ It’s value as one of 
Nature’s curious creations and a link with 
the pre-historic past, is enhanced by keep- 
ing it alive. But the killer instinct is strong 
in the old man. It’s a novelty of Nature 
so he wants to kill it. 

Some day, no doubt, someone will find 
a use for the blackfish, and the schools 
will lessen and disappear. After the close 
of the World War a number of returned 
men tried to start a mud-shark industry 
near to here. The great sluggish creatures 
are plentiful enough, Their livers yield an 
excellent and expensive lubricant, Their 
five sking have varied uses, from the outer 
one which makes a long-lifed “sand- 
paper”, to the inner skins which make 
women’s footwear and leather for the 


But. for 
some reason the business languished and 
died, though these harmless ground sharks 


| are plentiful enough. 


Blackfish m@at may undergo a sea 
change like the flesh of the “sable fish” 
which thirty years ago no one would eat, 


| The skin of the fish was black and rough, 


| and the flesh, when fresh, had an uncanny 


blueish tinge. A newspaperman named 
Young getting out a little two by four 
paper on the Queen Charlotte Islands, 
popularised it. Visiting him one day, he 
told me that sable fish when smoked was 
delicious eating, and took me to his smoke 
house for a sample, The despised sable 
fish now brings 40 cents a plate in the 
restaurants as “Alaska black cod..’ 
Much virtue in a change of name.

WINNIPEG, Aug. 8&For an-

Outlook is in Manitoba. in south- 
eastern, extreme east-central, south- 
central and part of southwest and 
west-central and northeastern, Sas- 
katchewan and in the southern and 
extreme west and northern areas of 
Alberta. 


FAVORABLE PROSPECT 

Except for some slight damage 
from lodging, wheat and other 
gtains in the Peace River district 
show a gencrally favorable prospect. 
Cutting already begun was delayed 
by rains but will be general in a 
few days, says the report. Wheat 
cutting is now fairly general in 
Manitoba, slightly ahead of last 
year’s quantity at the same time. 
In Saskatchewan greatest headway 
in cutting is in the east central and 
southeast portions and it is ex- 
pected will be general next week. 
Oats and barley are now being cut 
in many parts of the province. 


Harvesting of spring wheat has 
started in many points in Alberta 
chiefly in the south-central and 
southern sections adjacent to 
Taber, Aldersyde, Crows Nest and 
Macleod subdivisions. Harvesting 
ig expected to be general by the 
end of next week, which will be 
much earlier than it was last year.

Plans for the ercction of a cen- 
tralized plant by the M. D. Mut- 
tart Lumber, Ltd., were disclosed

BREACH OF FAITH 


Carl Clement, Edmonton barris- 
ter, told the committee the land had 
been purchased in good faith, that 
all building bylaw requirements 
were being met, and that when the 
land was purchased it was desig- 
nated as being in the heavy indus- 
trial zone. He submitted it would 
be a hardship on the company, and 
also a breach of faith to now re- 
Zone the area. 

It was pointed out that the peo- 
ple who have petitioned for the 
szoMing change were residing in 
a light industrial area, and also 
that when the town planning 
commission were soning the city 
no protest had been made by 
them. 

Following these representations, 
Ald. J. H. Ogilvie said under the 
circumstances he did not see how 
consideration could be given to the 
petition as it related to the re-zon- 
ing of the heavy industrial area to 
a residential area, 


SUGGESTED RE-ZONING 


He did suggest, however, that a 
recommendation be sent to the Ed- 
monton Town Planning Commis- 
sion that the light industria] area 
between 111 avenue and Jasper 
avenue on the east side of 84 street 
be re-zoned as one-family residen- 
tial area. This suggestion was 
adopted as a recommendation to 
the commission. 

Petitioners for the re-zoning of 
the heavy industrial area will go 
before the commission at its meet- 
ing Tuesday next seeking the re- 
zoning of the property.

Col. Ralston said Miss Elizabeth 
matron-in-chief of the 
Canadian Army Nursing Sisters 
who has been charged with original 
organization of the corps which was 
announced some time ago, would 
start a tour of the various military 
districts. 

Miss Smellie will leave for Vic- 
toria early next week and during the 
course of the tour will meet various 
women's organizations already, in- 
terested in the army corps work 
and explain to them the regulations 
of the new force. 

In announcing formation of the 


force last month Col, Ralston said it |

They devdte them- 
selves to a multitude of odd jobs 
that aid the war effort. Typical of 
an average housewife’s day is that 
of a London woman who runs first 
aid Classes in her one room tene- 
ment. Besides this she conducts a 
clothing exchange depot in the 
building, works 24 hours a week in 
a canteen for war workers and must 
also look after an invalid husband 
and two small children. 

Homes of this women’s organiza- 
tion are in every section of Britain. 
And they are thoroughly prepared 
for emergency. A blue or red card 
n the window of a house is a signal 
anywhere in Britain that a member 
of the Housewives’ Service is avail+ 
able if needed. If she is absent, she} 
posts a notice of her whereabouts | 
on her door. ne 

Rescue workers, police and air 
raid precaution officers know that} 
in each of these homes they can find | 
blankets and hot drinks for shock | 
victims. | 

Each neighborhood office of the 
service compiled a comprehensive | 
card index of all persons living in 
the district. And a reguler check is| 
made so that helpfll data on miss- 
ing persons can be given to search 
parties. Bandages and dressings also 
are made by the housewives and 
sent to the depots of the service for 
distribution to hospitals and first aid 
workers 

For thousands of members, the 
housewives’ army provides an eag-| 
erly welcomed kind of war scrvice 
to be fitted in with the hard work 
of running a family. And now do 
you blame us for advising you to 
keep fit with exercise—especially 
with Canadian women taking a) 
‘more active part in the Dominion 
war effort.

ed manpower, Wagenet believes.

Your Baby 
And Mine 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 

It is impossible to, mention all the 
probable circumstances which have 
resulted in one child in a neighbor: 
hood being miserable when put out- 
doors to play alone, and another 
one being so thrilled by ‘he activ- 
ity on the street or yard that he 
has to be pried loose from his pen. 


Obviously, the discontented child 


has been kept too close to the 
mother; has played within sight or 
arms-reach of her, and has had 
daily experiences in which the 
mother was an inevitable part. Then 
when she departs, leaving him alone 
Outdoors, he turns his back on the 
world and shrieks for her. 

As with all efforts made to re- 
tain the child who has become 
fixed in certain habits or expecta- 
tions. the training has to be grad- 
ual, A mother knows, once she has 
tried it, that leaving a child to cry 
it out until he is hysterical accom- 
plishes nothing. Inevitably she has 
to go to him—or the neighbors 
complain--so that staying away 
teaches him nothing except that 
if he cries long and hard enough 
she will come. 

But let us suppose that for a few 
moments she ignores his cries, and 
then, in a. matter-of-fact manner 
walks out and sits wn by him, 
pretending she doesn’t even hear 
him and begins to work or sew and 
waits until he calms down, He'll 
conclude that it was not his cries, 


but just happy chance which 
brought her to him 
Each day the mother can stay 


Sway for longer periods. and even 
when she does appear, she must 
make the effort to appear indiffer- 
ent to his tears. None of this “poor- 
boy-all-alone” sympathy to make 
him feel that she recognizes his suf- 
fering. Just an acceptance of his 
being there and of her being there, 
not because she had to come, but 
because she had something to do 
which took her outdoors 

A mother asks: “For how long 
can a mother expect a small child 
to stay interested in any one amuse- 
ment?” 

This is an important question be- 
cause unless we provide enough 
changes of toys and amusements so 
the child can turn from one to the 
other about every 15 minutes, or 
oftener, the child under 2 will be- 
come restless and cross. 

The toys should be suck that they 
inspire both active and passive play 


so that the child can alternate sit- 
ting down and running around
